The  finer  real  was  separated  and  used  in  baking  the  cakes,  the  eourser  grains 
either  were  pounded  again  orh»sed  at  it  was  for  hominy. 

Ead  the  early  resldeet^pf  the  eounty  relied  solely  upon  agriculture 

for  his  livelihood  he  would  have  starved  within  a  few  months.
